A MINISTER OF EDUCATION 
...A NECESSITY? 

The Provincial Association of Protest an Teachers 
(Quebec) held its 99th Annual Convention Oct. 10th and 
11th, At a public meeting Oct. 10th, the Honourable Paul 
Gerin-Lajoie, as guest speaker, discussed as his topic, "A 
Minister of Education — A Necessity'' ? 

M, Gerin-Lajoie as the Minister of Youth and future 
Minister of Education delivered much the same speech as 
he has delivered throughout the province during the past 
seventy days, explaining his pet project-Bill 60. 

He immediately pointed out that the Ministry of 
Education, which he hopes will come into being, was a le- 
bommandation of the Royal Commission report and stems 
from "the necessity of education these days''. 

The problem, as the Minister pointed out, is that trade 
schools come under the jurisdiction of the Ministry of 
Youth. Other schools are controlled by the various school 
boards but the Universities are independent of all internal 
authority. 

Also M. Gerin-Lajote asserts that trade school train- 
ing should be available to all those in the province who 
wish it at any level. 

Though the aim of the new Ministry 6f Education will 
l>e to co-ordinate various systems of education, the purpose 
behind these innovations is to allow all students to receive 
a suitable education, and one that prepares th«m, in -d 
practical manner, for the problems of everyday living. 

Under the new system, the technical knowledge gained 
in the trade school would give the broad basic background 
needed to prepare today's youth for the inventions of to- 
morrow and would give them the knowledge necessary for 
undestanding and handling of future technical problems. 

M. Gerin-Lajoie's basic idea was that Bill 60 promises 
co-ordination of the various systems but does not mean 
unification. The Minister of Youth repeatedly pointed out 
that the former organization of each system would remain, 
but that a government rlrnmlmeiit \\'onl<l co-(Mrlinat p the 
systems. 

The superior council oi ihe de{>ariaieni is an iinporiaut 
device which will serve a two-fold purpose: 

1) It will be composed of various committees of school 
teaclieis, thus giving Quebec educators a voice in the 
educational system for the first time. 

2) While it will not have direct control over decisions. 
It will act in a strong advisory capacity. 

In summary, M. Gerin-Lajoie outlined very hi iefly Bill 
60, Its proposals, lyenefits. safe guards, and the reasons 
that he considers it essential.

\t has often been said that the strength and effective- 
ness of a college lies in its corporate spirit. We believe that it 
if important to develop within a student body a High level of 
^'individual'' performance both in acadet.iic studies and in 
knowledge of a more practical nature* 

The college should be an assembly of the finest young 
minds of the land. This usually will consist of students who 
have the potential to do independent thinking and to excell 
in idividual achievement. Unless such students are placed in 
an atmosphere which will provide for a great deal of acade- 
mic and intellectual freedom, their potentials will never be 
properly tapped. We believe that the responsibility for creat- 
ing this motivatinff atmosphere has been more than adequa- 
tely looked after by the inspiring and capable staff of this 
college. 

There is however one legitimate complaint, one which 
ftiust not be overlooked. In order to grow mentally, one must 
be confronted with the seeds of ideas and theories which, 
after being planted in the mind, either take root to grow or 
wither away to die. 

We cannot recall an occasion when a controversial or 
radical figure in the field of government or otherwise hat 
been permitted to address a segment of our student body. We 
can and do remember at least one occasion when such « 
personage could have been invited to do so. However the stu- 
dent group which planned the event found that there was little 
positive response to its formation. Thus, the idea was aban- 
doned. 

Our claim is that college students must and should be 
exposed to a variety of ideas and philosophies from the radic- 
al to the conservative. Onlv in this way will they be able 
to form their own sound philosophy of life. Unless the colle- 
ge authorities grant us this freedom of choice, they will be 
falling down in an area of their responsibility to the student 
body. The students themselves will remain naive and prone 
to all the pitfalls of narrow-mindedness. 

RELIGION 

This is an article on religion, so if you feel embarassed of uncom- 
fortable, please leave now. 

I overheard a girl saying recently, "I don't know, religion is pfff..." 
Religion is what? Obviously she didn't know — how many people do? 
I would say that about eighty percent of the students at college are 
confused when it comes to religion. We take biology and learn about 
evolution, philosophy and we learn the basic principles of thought in 
the world, psychology and we learn how man needs security, needs 
a credible explanation for the plan of the universe. 

The Sunday School of our younger years, with its pretty stories, 
does not withstand too well the barrage of pure fact and concrete 
evidence hurled at us by our professors. 

We don't even know enough about our religions to defend them. 
Ask a Jewish person about a certain holiday, why they celebrate it 
now, what its origin is and who it was connected with, and they will 
shrug their shoulders and say "I'm sure — I'll ask my grandfa- 
ther". Say to a Gentile, "Tomorrow is Pentecost" — and how many 
will say, "What's that? I never heard of it". 

No wonder we're confused. We don't know what we're talking 
about. Religion is a grey, sort of hazy word that we murmur in rather 
embarassed voices only when necessary and then quickly change the 
subject. 

The world is certainly in such a mess at the moment that we 
need something to lean on. We can't ignore the fact that we are 
tottering on the brink of oblivion — will we fall, or will we be pulled 
back from the edge? So what are we going to believe? 

I'm not saying that this is the solution, but it would help if we 
all had to take a compulsary course in religion. Joseph and his coat 
of many colours and Daniel in the lions' den are not the answer — 
we need serious, intelligent, adult discussion, led by people with know- 
ledge on the subject. Perhaps this might lessen our confusion.

Extension

There will be 
three floors plus an attic whicli 
also have rooms in it — end 
there will probably be an ele- 
vatorl In all there be seventy* 
eight double rooms and twenty- 
two singles. Each floor wilf have 
sitting rooms, kitchenettes, dry- 
ing closets in the washrooms, 
and a large laundry in the base- 
ments. The furniture will all be 
built in except for the beds 
which will be movable. Contra- 
ry to rumors I have heard, there 
will be no swimming pool and 
no tunnel to the Main Building. 

This will not be separate 
from the rest of Laird — you 
will just walk through the fire 
doors into the new section. How- 
ever, in the summer, it will be 
possible to cut it off to house 
a convention. 

No estimation has been made 
as yet of the cost, but the money 
will be coming from the McGiM 
fund and the government. 
. Since over a hundred giris 
were turned away this year the 
Administration anticipates hav- 
ing no trouble filling the new 
wing.
